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INTRODUCTION  -  1980  SURVEY 


The  Montana  Rail  User  Survey  will  provide  data  that  will 
be  used  by  the  Montana  Department  of  Commerce  to  determine  the 
cost  of  discontinuing  rail  service  along  selected  light  density 
lines.   This  data  will  be  used  in  determining  state  actions 
(if  any)  for  lines  receiving  an  ICC  certificate  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  (authority  for  the  owning  railroad 
to  abandon  the  line) .   This  report  is  in  no  way  meant  to  identify 
specific  lines  in  imminent  danger  of  abandonment.   This  survey 
is  in  response  to  state  planning  requirements. 
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The  Rail  Users  Survey  1980  included  the  following  light 
Density  lines:

Light  density  rail  lines  identified  by  BN  as  lines  in  categories 
1,  2,  or  3,  of  their  system  diagram,  required  by  the  ICC  under  49 
CFT  Part  1121.20. 
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The  following  instructions  describe  how  the  shipper  survey 
form  is  to  be  completed.   A  copy  of  the  form  is  included  with 
this  manual.   (Exhibit  B  -  pages  19,  2  0,  and  21) 

B.   GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

Prior  to  any  activity  taking  the  rail  user's  survey,  the 
inverview  or  survey  team  needs  to  identify  and  fully  understand: 

A.  Who  is  to  be  interviewed; 

B.  Why  is  the  interview  and  survey  necessary; 

C.  What  is  important  to  find  out  and  to  what  degree  of  importance 
is  each  piece  of  information; 

D.  Where  will  the  "what"  be  most  likely  found;  and, 

E.  When  in  a  priority  scale  are  the  survey  parts  needed. 

The  "who"  above  is  the  natural  starting  place.   The 
survey  team  needs  to  involve  the  Transportation  Division  and  their 
record  resources  to  update  the  mailing  list.   The  mailing  list 
will  be  "who"  is  to  be  interviewed. 

Prior  to  personal  interviews,  a  letter  (Exhibit  A-page  18) 
needs  to  be  sent  by  the  Transportation  Division.   This  letter 
needs  to  be  updated  to  reflect  the  survey  period.   The  purpose 
of  the  letter  is  to  introduce  the  rail  user's  survey,  to 
demonstrate  the  importance  and  official  origin  of  the  document, 
and  request  respondent  cooperation.   The  first  page  of  the  two 
page  questionnaire  (Exhibit  B-l  and  B-2)  should  accompany  the 
letter  of  introduction  (respondents  are  requested  to  assemble 
this  information  in  advance  of  the  personal  or  telephone  interview) 
With  time  permitting,  this  mailing  should  be  followed  up  by  a 
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telephone  call  for  support  of  reinforcement  to  the  importance  of 
such  data.   There  are  three  basic  methods  of  contacting  rail 

users : 

1.  The  ideal  method,  time  permitting,  is  to  call  the  rail  user 
ahead  and  make  an  appointment,  (this  gives  the  respondent 

a  specific  time  to  prepare  for  the  interview  and  research 
the  data  requested  in  the  letter) ; 

2.  Given  sufficient  time  for  the  mailed  letter  and  questionnaire 
to  arrive,  estimate  the  most  convenient  time  and  personally 
contact  all  known  shippers  on  the  rail  line  being  surveyed 
without  prior  phone  contact;  and, 

3.  During  the  actual  survey,  new  and  unidentified  shippers/ 
receivers  are  discovered.  Rather  than  leaving  the  area 
and  waiting  for  the  more  ideal  methods  herein  described 
above,  the  survey  team  will  need  to  contact  rail  users 

in  an  unannounced  manner.   If  data  is  unavailable  at  this 
time,  the  interviewer  should  describe  the  survey  importance 
and  the  methods  used,  leave  the  documents  requiring  further 
completion  and  request  the  respondent  to  mail  the  completed 
documents  into  the  Transportation  Division. 
A  list  of  respondents  should  be  provided  by  the  railroads 
serving  the  identified  light  density  line.   Interviewers  should 
not  assume  the  list  to  be  complete  and  up-to-date.   It  is  very 
important,  therefore,  for  the  interviewer  to  seek  the  names  of 
additional  firms  that  may  be  using  the  line  either  on  a  regular 
or  occasional  basis.   Some  of  these  firms  may  not  be  physically 
located  on  the  line.   This  can  be  done  by  asking  each  respondent 
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to  identify  the  names  of  other  firms  in  that  locale  using  rail 
service  (either  via  private  siding  or  a  public  delivery  or  team 
track  located  on  the  light  density  line) .   The  goal  is  to  have 
a  completed  interview  form  for  every  shipper/receiver  using  the 
light  density  line  during  the  survey  period. 

In  the  case  of  Category  2  lines  (lines  being  studied  by 
railroads  for  possible  future  abandonment) ,   interviewers  should 
be  careful  not  to  unduly  alarm  the  respondents  concerning  future 
abandonment.   Should  the  question  arise,  simply  say  that  the 
Montana  Department  of  Commerce  has  elected  to  study  the  light 
density  line.   If  questioned  further,  state  that  you  (the  interviewer) 
are  not  aware  of  any  decision  made  by  the  owning  railroad  to  abandon 
the  line. 

In  the  case  of  Category  1  or  3  lines  (lines  which  the 
railroad  plans  to  abandon  within  three  years  of  the  latest 
system  diagram  or  has  already  filed  an  abandonment  application) , 
interviewers  again  should  be  careful  not  to  unduly  alarm  the 
respondent.   Simply  state  what  the  situation  is  according  to  the 
latest  system  diagram  map.   Keep  in  mind  that  a  railroad  does 
not  have  to  abandon  a  line  even  though  it  appears  in  Category  1 
on  a  systems  diagram  —  that  it  can  be  changed  should  traffic 
levels  change.   Avoid  speculating  about  the  circumstances  and 
timing  of  possible  future  abandonment. 

When  conducting  interviews ,  keep  in  mind  the  fundamental 
purpose  —  to  obtain  quantitative  information  on  rail-oriented 
traffic  and  the  type  and  extent  of  the  impacts  that  would  occur 
were  rail  service  discontinued.   Rail  usage  on  the  lines  identified 
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earlier  has  probably  not  been  normal  in  recent  years,  due  in  part 
to  the  financial  difficulties  experienced  by  the  owning  railroads 
and  the  deteriorated  physical  condition  of  the  lines.   This  has 
lead  to  slow  and  unreliable  rail  service  caused  in  part  by  imposed 
economies  (to  lessen  cash  flow  drain) ,  operating  restrictions 
stemming  from  deferred  maintenance,  and  a  shortage  of  cars. 
Shipper  reaction  has  been  to  divert  traffic  to  truck,  not 
necessarily  by  choice,  but  rather  from  sheer  necessity.   Some  of 
this  diverted  traffic  may  be  lost  to  the  rail  system,  but  a  major 
portion   is  probably  recapturable  were  service  and  car  supply 
to  be  restored  to  former  levels.   Consequently,  we  are  seeking  to 
determine  what  the  traffic  would  have  been  had  service  and  car 
supply  been  reasonable  or  typical  of  the  more  successful  railroads. 
We  want  realistic  estimates,  not  optimistic  or  speculative 
prognostications . 

Thus,  traffic  flow  data  will  consist  of  (1)  the  actual 
utilization  of  rail  service  during  the  survey  period  by  each 
shipper,  and  (2)  the  traffic  which  would  have  normally  gone  by 
rail.   This  data  is  supplemented  by  shipper  estimates  of  what  it 
costs  them  to  ship  by  rail  and  by  truck  (e.g.,  rates  or  tariffs).- 
If  transshipping  is  required,  estimates  of  loading/ unloading  costs 
and  local  transportation  are  also  required.   Impact  data  is  built 
around  changes  in  employment,  increased  transportation  costs, 
required  capital  investment,  and  changed  supply  or  marketing 
patterns  likely  to  result  as  a  consequence  of  rail  line 
abandonment. 
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C.   INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  COMPLETING  THE  QUESTIONNAIRE 

Before  the  formal  interview  begins,  determine  if  the  rail 

user  had  in  fact  used  rail  services  for  the  survey  period.   If 

not,  clearly  indicate  what  period  of  time  the  questionnaire  will 

cover,  i.e.,  present  or  future  (potential)  use.   Both  of  the 

latter  periods  are  important,  however,  both  require  various 

degrees  of  uncertainty  and  needs  to  be  clearly  identified  as  such. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  every  shipper  is  unique  and  is 

affected  differently  by  the  continuance  or  discontinuance  of  rail 

service.   The  object  of  the  interview  is  to  accurately  capture 

each  situation.   Interviewers  should  apply  the  following  principles: 

The  main  objective  of  the  survey  is  to  obtain  data  by 
which  to  measure  economic  impact.   Impact  is  simply  the 
difference  between  what  it  would  cost  the  respondent 
to  do  business  with  and  without  rail  service.   The 
interviewer  should  continually  ask  himself  (during  the 
interview) ,  "Do  I  know  enough  to  be  able  to  determine 
the  true  economic  impact  were  rail  service  discontinued?" 
If  not,  ask  more  questions. 

Hard  quantitative,  objective  information  is  being  sought — 
opinions  or  conjectures  on  how  the  loss  of  rail  service 
might  affect  individual  respondents  must  be  identified 
as  such. 

Be  sure  to  use  the  various  comments  sections  to  add 
essential  information  not  adequately  covered  by  line 
and  box  entries.   Interviewers  are  encouraged  to  spend 
10  to  15  minutes  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
interview  to  write  down  supplemental  information  which 
will  help  later  in  determining  the  economic  impact  that 
would  be  experienced  were  rail  service  terminated. 

Not  all  information  provided  will  be  of  equal  quality 
or  reliability.   Interviewers  may  want  to  flag  information 
which  the  respondent  is  unsure  of  or  may  otherwise  be 
questionable . 

Some  respondents  will  be  easier  to  interview  than  others. 
Some  will  be  more  cooperative  than  others.   Some  will 
be  impatient.   Others  will  resent  governmental  intrusion 
on  their  time  or  what  they  consider  to  be  their  own  business.

In  the  fact  of  this,  be  kindly  and  patient.   At  the 
same  time,  be  business-like  and  persistent,  but  not 
to  the  point  of  causing  ill  feelings.   Explain  to  them 
why  you  need  complete  information;  that  it  is  for  the 
good  of  all  parties  using  the  particular  light  density 
line. 

At  the  close  of  the  interview,  thank  the  respondent 
for  his  time.   State  that  it  still  might  be  necessary 
to  call  back  to  ask  a  question  or  two  at  some  point 
during  the  next  few  weeks. 

D.   ABOUT  THE  QUESTIONNAIRE 
The  survey  form  is  divided  into  a  two-part  questionnaire 
(Exhibits  B  and  C) .   The  first  part  is  designed  to  be  mailed  to 
the  rail  user  and  the  eight  (8)  questions  are  simple  and  straight 
forward.   Only  question  number  7  "Shipment"  will  require  some 
research  by  the  respondent. 

The  company  name  and  address  appears  on  both  pages  of  the 
questionnaire.   This  will  ensure  that  the  data  sent  in  by  the 
respondent  and/or  the  data  gathered  by  the  survey  interviewer 
will  not  get  mixed  up  or  misplaced. 

The  second  page  of  the  questionnaire  is  designed  to  be 
filled  out  by  the  survey  team  interviewer.   It  primarily  involves 
more  question/answer  dialogue  between  interviewer  and  respondent, 
particularly  throughout  question  10.   "Impact  of  Discontinuance 
of  Rail  Services".   It  also  calls  for  some  sensitive  information 
in  question  11,  "Plant  Economic  Data". 

Some  basic  premises  regarding  the  quality  of  information 
gathered  needs  to  be  foremost  in  the  minds  of  the  survey  team. 
The  most  accurate  data  possible  is  the  primary  goal.   The  data 
should  be  as  descriptive  as  possible  to  avoid  any  misinterpretation 
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Keep  in  mind  that  most  of  the  "survey  form"  readers  do  not  have 
the  benefit  of  being  at  the  original  interview  and  will  have  a 
difficult  time"reading  between  the  lines". 

Each  question  on  the  questionnaire  has  specific  importance. 

Question  #1  -  Make  certain  that  the  company  name  as  written 
is  correct.   Be  sure  to  fill  in  the  county  as  well  as  the  zip 
code. 

Question  #2  -  Write  out  a  simple  description  of  what  the 
company  principally  does.   For  example,  "manufactures  housetrailers" 
or 'manufactures  kitchen  cabinets"  or  "grain  and  feed  mill". 
Make  sure  that  you  indicate  the  type  of  activity  as  well  as  the 
product.   For  example,  "retailer  of  fertilizer"  or  "wholesale 
lumber".   Be  sure  to  distinguish  between  retail,  wholesale  and 
manufacturing . 

If  an  elevator,  identify  the  major  products  handled 
(e.g.,  export  wheat,  domestic  wheat,  feed  barley,  malting  barley, 
bulk  or  packaged  fertilizers),  the  mode(s)  typically  used  for 
the  major  products,  the  capacity  of  the  elevator  (in  bushels), 
and  the  thruput  handled  during  the  survey  period. 

Question  #3  -  The  prime  market  area  is  the  area  where  the 
company  sells  90  percent  of  its  products.   The  respondent  should 
have  a  clear  idea  of  the  size  of  this  area.   Any  area  larger  than 
1,000  miles  should  be  considered  nationwide. 

Question  #4  -  Obtain  average  survey  period  employment. 
This  will  be  an  approximate  figure  in  some  cases,  because  many 
firms  have  some  seasonal  changes  in  employment.   Most  respondents 
will  have  a  good  idea  of  what  their  employment  level  is,  however, 
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and  if  they  give  it  to  you  in  a  range  —  for  example,  "six 
or  seven"  or  "25"  to  "30",  simply  write  this  in  and  explain. 

Question  #5  -  Companies  use  of  rail  service  can  sometimes 
confuse  the  respondent.   The  interviewer  should  go  over  this 
information  simply  to  give  the  respondent  assurance  that  the 
information  on  the  questionnaire  is  adequate. 

Question  #6  -  If  the  respondent  has  not  been  in  business 
for  five  years,  indicate  the  actual  number  of  years  and  explain 
as  clearly  as  possible  any  significant  factors  in  the  company 
growth . 

Question  #7  -  The  information  on  shipments  may  be  the 
most  difficult  data  to  obtain  and  particularly  in  sufficient  detail 
to  satisfy  ideal  planning  criteria.   Review  this  data  closely. 
Attempt  to  break  down  such  commodities  as  wheat  into  type  of 
wheat,  i.e.,  winter  wheat,  spring  wheat  (soft  or  hard),  etc. 
Determine  if  the  barley  is  feed  or  malting  barley.   Identify 
the  quantity  of  each  shipped  and  specific  destinations.   Try 
to  determine  as  much  information  as  possible  regarding  rates 
and  tariffs  for  all  forms  of  transportation.   In  the  most  clear 
and  simple  language :   Get  as  mUch  quality  data  as  possible. 
Remember  that  some  data  can  be  retrieved  from  other  agencies 
such  as  the  Department  of  Agriculture.   The  Department  of 
Commerce,  Transportation  Division  should  have  several  resources 
that  will  help. 

Question  #8  -  Each  respondent  will  add  some  color  to  this 
question.   Remember  that  in  most  cases  the  lines  being  surveyed 
have  experienced  numerous  problems  such  as  poor  service  (no 
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cars)  to  excessive  rate  structure  and  line  needing  repair  and/or 
rehabilitation.   On  top  of  all  that,  the  transportation  alternatives 
(trucks)  may  be  just  as  hard  to  get  or  deal  with.   Regardless, 
all  information  received  from  the  respondent  regarding  the 
truck/rail  transportation  problems  is  important  and  worth 

recording. 

Make  sure  the  respondents  name  is  accurate  and  clearly 
printed.   Additional  names  of  knowledgeable  people  should  always 
be  solicited  if  any  questions  are  vague. 

Question  #9  -  It  is  important  to  determine  changes  in  rail 
service  over  the  past  fiveyears.  Particularly  important  is  the 
specific  years  rail  service  changed  and  any  logic  or  explanation 

for  the  change. 

Question  #10  -  Most  of  the  speculation  will  come  out  in  this 
multi-dimensional  question.   Rarely  will  the  respondant  know 
exactly  what  will  happen  (in  detail)  should  the  rail  service 
be  discontinued,  however,  attempt  to  talk  through  the  problems 
and  identify  that  which  is  speculation  and  that  which  is  fact. 

Question  #11  -  This  may  be  the  most  resented  data.   Often 
the  respondent  will  not  recognize  the  need  to  give  die  "government" 
this  economic  data.   Reassure  the  respondent  that  the  survey 
is  to  determine  the  economic  impact  of  discontinued  rail  service 
and  without  knowing  how  much  economic  impact  his  or  her  business 
has  on  the  line  being  surveyed,  it  becomes  nearly  impossible  for 
the  state  to  evaluate  the  need  and  necessity  necessary  to  testify 
at  future  I.C.C.  hearing  on  abandonment.   Also  assure  the 
respondent  that  the  responses  are  voluntary.   If  there  is  too 
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much  concern  or  absolute  refusal  to  share  this  data — let 

the  respondent  know  that  it's  OK.   We'll  do  the  best  we  can  with 

the  data  he  is  comfortable  giving  us. 

One  final  point  with  Question  #11:   Reassure  the  respondent 
that  all  information  is  confidential  and  that  none  of  his  or 
her  business  data  will  appear  or  be  reproduced  in  its  individual 
form  or  specifically  identified  as  their  data  without  properly 
clearing  it  first  with  the  respondent  (and  never  without  their 
permission) . 

The  entire  survey  is  designed  to  measure  the  social  and 
economic  impact  of  the  complete  line.   All  data  is  combined  and 
assimilated  to  identify  full  impact  of  discontinuance  of  rail 
service — not  individual  problems. 

Exhibits  C  and  D  are  the  summation  sheets.   This  compilation 
provides  quick  reference  to  the  line  activity. 
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RAIL  USERS  SURVEY  -  1980 
SUMMARY  AND  REVIEW 

The  19  80  Rail  Users  Survey  was  initiated  through  personal/ 
special  contracts  with  John  C.  Vaughn and  Gordon  E.  Hoven.   The 
actual  survey  starting  date  was  November  1,  1981. 

The  contracts  were  let  by  the  Transportation  Division  of 
the  Department  of  Commerce.   The  original  agreements  established 
the  time  frame  (three  months)  and  the  work  to  be  accomplished 
(survey  23  lines  that  appear  on  the  Burlington  Northern's  system 
diagram-light  density  lines) .   The  agreement  also  called  for 
an  update  on  the  methodology  for  conducting  a  rail  users  survey 
and  all  documents  used  in  the  process. 

Roger  Creighton  Associates,  Inc.  had  contracted  to  do  the 
rail  users  survey  for  1979.   This  consulting  firm  from  Delmar, 
New  York  also  prepared  the  Montana  State  Rail  Plan.   In  attempting 
to  utilize  this  firms  documents  and  forms,  the  1980  survey  team 
found  several  areas  of  data  retreival  that  appeared  to  be  in- 
appropriate or  unnecessary.   Thus  the  changes  in  forms  and  survey 
style  took  shape. 

The  first  survey  complication  encountered  was  an  inadequate 
or  missing  mailing  list.   The  process  of  developing  a  mailing 
list  became  a  major  logistics  problem.   Normally  the  survey  needed 
to  be  introduced  via  a  mailed  questionnaire  to  each  rail  user. 
The  1980  survey  team  did  not  have  a  current  list  of  rail  users, 
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and  in  some  cases  had  no  list  at  all.   Consequently,  the 
interviewers  first  contacted  each  railroad  agent  in  each  area  of 
the  survey  and  solicited  their  most  current  list  of  shippers/ 
receivers.   Most  often  this  meant  that  the  rail  users  were 
unaware  of  the  survey  prior  to  the  interviewers  visit.   Many 
times  this  required  a  second  visit  or  sometimes  lengthy  delays 
in  completing  the  data  compilation  for  that  specific  line. 

Inadequate  preparation  and  insufficient  data  delayed  a  good 
survey  base  structure.   Very  little  railroad  data  reminded  the 
survey  team  how  important  it  is  to  have  (in  hand)  railroad 
shippers  data  prior  to  the  survey  start.   Agriculture  records  and 
data  could  have  enhanced  the  survey  team  awareness  of  each  line. 
Most  of  the  current  data  collectors,  from  many  different  agencies, 
seem  disconnected  and  without  common  data  needs.   There  appears 
to  be  very  little  ongoing  data  sharing  between  agencies. 

The  survey  time  frame  was  expanded  an  additional  three 
months.   Partly  due  to  a  slow  start  for  reasons  mentioned  above, 
but  also  because  the  total  number  of  lines  to  be  surveyed 
increased  from  the  original  23  to  45  light  density  lines. 
The  following  observations  are  worth  mentioning.   Some  (A)  are 
general  observations  and  some  (B)  are  directly  making  reference 
to  railroad  problems. 
A.   GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS 

1.   Lines  not  in  imminent  danger  of  abandonment  were  very  difficult 
to  secure  meaningful  statistics.   It  appeared  to  the  survey 
team  that  rail  users  on  these  lines  responded  in  half  truths 
or  far  out  guesses.   Very  few  users  concerned  themselves  with  fact- 
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2.  Widespread  misunderstandings  or  misinterpretation  of  all 
state  agency  roles  in  railroad  manipulations.   General  lack 
of  communication  seemed  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception 
which  in  turn  led  to  widespread  mistrust  (amongst  all  of  the 
players) . 

3.  Also  evident  was  the  widespread  resentment  on  the  part  of 
grain  shippers  regarding  duplication  of  reporting  requirements 
by  state  officials. 

4.  Concern  was  expressed  everywhere  regarding  road  and  highway 
deterioration  due  to  increased  trucking. 

5.  Some  grain  merchandising  operations  have  increased  the 
purchase  of  grain  which  includes  picking  up  the  grain  at  the 
farm  sight. 

B.   DIRECT  REFERENCE  TO  RAILROAD  PROBLEMS 

1.  Where  Burlington  Northern  had  railroad  competition  there 
appeared  to  be  better  service  and  rates. 

2.  Many  lines  that  have,  for  all  practical  purposes,  stopped 
using  rail  service,  there  was  a  marked  history  of  rate 
inequities,  exceptionally  poor  service  and  overall  railroad 
distrust  and  grievance  amongst  shippers.   All  of  which  led 
to  discontinued  dependence  on  the  railroad  and  exclusive  use 
of  the  trucking  industry. 

3.  Rate  inequities  seemed  to  be  the  most  frequent  adverse 
commentary : 

(a)   Rapelje  particularly  expressed  rate  inequity  and  referred 
to  a  "horseshoe  effect"  i.e.,  up  and  down  both  sides  of 
Rapelje.   The  rates  were  much  less. 
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(b)  Hogeland  claimed  that  they  were  charged  an  easterly 
rate  to  Saco  and  then  a  westerly  rate  from  Saco  which 
increased  their  shipping  rates  far  above  other  comparable 
shipping  points. 

(c)  Multi  origin  26  car  unit  rates  were  often  times  unavailable 
to  some  shippers  due  to  the  grouping  requirements 
established  by  the  railroad.   These  shippers  could  not 
group  with  just  anyone — they  had  specific  locations  they 
had  to  group  with.   Smaller  shippers  could  not  take 
advantage  of  the  26  car  rates  due  to  this  inflexible 
system.  For  them  to  match  timeliness,  protein  and 
specific  grouping  restrictions  often  became  too 

great  forcing  them  to  go  to  higher  single  car  rates. 

4.  Demurrage  charges  were  often  considered  unfair  i.e.,  a 
shipper  would  be  charged  a  demurrage  for  not  loading  in 
time  only  to  see  the  loaded  cars  sit  idle  for  several  days 
waiting  for  locomotive  service. 

5.  Many  stories  related  to  a  receiver  waiting  for  a  commodity 
several  weeks,  finding  out  that  their  cars  were  pulled  off 
on  a  siding  thirty  miles  away  all  this  time,  then  driving 
the  thirty  miles  and  retreiving  the  commodities  by  truck. 
The  above  itemized  comments  and  issues  are  not  in  order  of 

importance  nor  are  they  complete.   These  observations  are  as 
they  were  passed  onto  the  survey  team  and  are  not  intended  to 
represent  truth  or  fabrication.

RAILROAD  ABANDONMENTS 

Staggers  Act  Changes 

The  Staggers  Rail  Act  of  1980  revised  the  Commission's 
procedures  regarding  rail  abandonments  and  offers  of  financial 
assistance.  This  package  is  intended  to  present  a  concise 
overview  of  the  new  regulations  governing  these  procedures. 
This  summary  is  designed  to  assist  in  understanding  the  new 
procedures,  and  does  not  change  or  supercede  the  regulations 
themselves,  which  are  in  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  at 
Title  49,  Part  1121. 

Role  of  Rail  Services  Planning 

The  Commission's  Section  of  Rail  Services  Planning  (RSP) 
has  worked  extensively  with  shippers  and  communities  in  the 
area  of  abandonments  and  alternatives.  RSP  has  provided 
information  regarding  Commission  procedures  and  policies  during 
the  Conrail  restructuring,  the  Milwaukee  Road  embargoes  and 
abandonments,  and  the  Rock  Island  directed  and  interim. service. 
RSP  assistance  to  the  public  (shippers,  communities,  agencies) 
is  general  in  nature,  but  detailed  enough  to  allow  interested 
parties  to  effectively  participate  in  abandonment  cases  and 
consider  options  such  as  purchase  and  subsidy.  While  RSP  does 
not  have  the  resources  to  provide  counsel  or  defense  for 
individual  cases,  we  can  provide  various  parties  with  technical 
and  legal  advisory  assistance  to  better  understand  the  issues.

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SUMMARY  OF  ABANDONMENT  PROCEDURES 

Statute:  49  U.S.C.  10903  -  10905     ICC  Regulations:  49  C.F.R.  1121 

STEp  i:  Placing  the  line  in  Category  1  on  the  railroad's  System  Diagram  Mag 

The  purpose  of  the  Category  1  filing  is  to  give  the  public 
advanced  notice  of  those  lines  which  will  be  the  subject  of  abandon- 
ment  applications  within  3  years.   The  system  diagram  map  is  a  useful 
tool  to  determine  which  lines  of  a  particular  carrier  are  threatened 
with  abandonment.   A  line  must  appear  in  Category  1  for  at  1«JJ*    " 
4  months  before  an  abandonment  application  can  be  filed   In  addition 
to  Category  1,  the  system  diagram  map  includes  a  Category  2  which 
lists  those  lines  that  are  under  consideration  for  possible  abandon- 
ment in  the  future.   Category  3  is  used  for  lines  V^"naba^^s 
applications  are  currently  pending  before  the  Comml^102\^a"ierS 
file  SDM  with  the  Commission,  Governor,  Designated  State  Ag^cy, 
and  Public  Service  Commission.   Request  for  copies  of  the  map  may 
be  made  with  the  carrier. 

STEP  2:  Service  of  the  Notice  of  Intent  to  Abandon 

The  purpose  of  the  Notice  is  to  apprise  the  public  that  the 
abandonment  application  is  about  to  be  filed.  Certain  state 
agencies  and  Significant  users  on  the  line  must  receive  the  notice 
at  least  15  but  no  more  than  3.0  daVs  Prior  to  the  application  *  ■ 
filing  with  the  Commission.   The  Notice  is  also  posted^in  stations 
and  published  in  a  local  newspaper.   Basically,  the  Notice  identifies 
the  line,  the  specific  date  for  the  application's  filing,  the 
reasons  for  the  proposed  abandonment  and  procedures  for  public 
protest  and  comment. 

STEP  3:  Filing  of  the  Abandonment  Application 

The  application  contains  the  railroad's  case  for  abandonment. 
It  includes  information  regarding  the  applicant  and  its  financial 
status,  the  condition  of  the  line,  the  service  provided  on  the  line, 
specific  revenue  and  cost  data,  and  rural  and  community  impact. 
The  application  must  be  served  on  the  Governor,  Public  Service 
Commission  and  designated  State  Agency.   Also,  the  aPP^car*  T|^.  _ 
furnish  a  copy  to  any  interested  parties  proposing  to  file  protests 
or  written  comments. 

STEP  4:  Public  Participation/Protests  and  Written  Comments 

The  public  has  an  opportunity  to  protest  an  abandonment  within 
30  days  of  the  date  the  application  is  filed.   If  the  abandonment 
is  not  opposed  within,  this  30-day  period,  the  ICC  must  grant  the 
abandonment.   The  filing  of  a  protest  does  not  guarantee  that  the 
Commission  will  conduct  an  investigation.   The  Commission  s 
decision  to  investigate,  which  is  wholly  discretionary,  "based 
on  an  analysis  of  the  protest  and  written  comments.  As  a  result, 
11   is  critical  that  €he  protests  be  substantive  and  well  developed. 
Protests  must  include  information  concerning  the  identity  of  the 
protestant;  the  specific  reasons  for  opposing  the  abandonment;  any 
rebuttal  of  information  or  material  submitted  by  the  applicant, 
requests  for  oral  hearings;  and  input  concerning  any  intent  to 
make  offers  of  financial  assistance,  community  and  rural  impact, 
etc. 


STEP  5:  Commission  Investigation 

The  Commission  will  decide  within  45.  days  of  the  filing  of  the 
application  (15.  days  after  protests  are  due)  whether  to  hold  an 
investigation.   Investigations  are  conducted  by  modified  procedure 
(the  exchange  of  verified  statements)  or  oral  hearings.   It  is  at 
this  stage  that  the  public  has  the  opportunity  to  make  its  case  for 
retention  of  service  and  to  rebut  the  railroad's  data.  Major  factors 
considered  by  the  Commission  are:  Present  and  future  traffic; economic 
burden  on  carrier;  deliberate  downgrading;  alternative  transportation; 
opportunity  cost;  community  impact;  and  energy  environment.   Based 
on  an  analysis  of  the  record,  the  Commission  will  decide  whether  to 
grant  the  abandonment.   Investigations  will  be  completed  within  135 
days  of  the  application's  filing  (i.e.,  a  90-day  investigation 
period) . 

STEP  6:  Commission  Decision  and  Certification 

The  Commission  has  strict  statutory  time  frames  to  follow  in 
deciding  abandonment  cases.   If  the  abandonment  is  unprotested,  the 
Commission  must  issue,  within  45_  days  of  the  application's  filing, 
a  certificate  which  permits  abandonment  to  occur  within  75  days  of 
the  application's  filing.   In  the  case  of  protested  cases~7  which 
the  Commission  has  decided  not  to  investigate,  a  decision  whether 
to  abandon  must  be  made  within  75  days  of  the  application's  filing. 
If  the  decision  permits  abandonment,  the  ICC  must  issue  a  certif- 
icate within  90  days  which  permits  abandonment  to  occur  within  120 
days  of  the  application's  filing.   If  an  investigation  is  conducted, 
the  Commission  must  issue  a  decision  within  165  days  of  the  appli- 
cation's filing.   Within  15  days  of  final  decision  permitting 
abandonment,  the  Commission  must  issue  a  certificate  which  permits 
abandonment  to  occur  within  75_  days  of  the  final  decision. 

STEP  7:  Appeals 

Specific  procedures  exist  for  seeking  administrative  review  of 
an  abandonment  decision.   In  the  case  of  both  unprotested  cases  and 
protested  but  noninvestigated  cases,  appeals  will  not  be  entertained 
by  the  Commission.   In  the  latter  case,  the  only  review  procedure 
is  to  file  a  petition  to  reopen  the  proceeding  within  15  days  of 
service  of  the  Commission's  final  decision.   The  Commission's 
decision  whether  to  grant  the  petition  is  discretionary.   In  the 
case  of  investigated  abandonments,  appeals  must  be  filed  within  20 
days  after  the  initial  decision.   The  Commission  may  hear  appeals- 
at  its  discretion  if  it  finds  a  matter  of  general  transportation 
importance  is  involved  or  the  action  would  be  materially  affected 
because  of  new  evidence,  changed  circumstances,  or  material  error. 

STEP  8:  Offers  of  Financial  Assistance/Alternative  to  Abandonment 

By  acquiring  or  subsidizing  the  line,  shippers  and  communities 
can  preserve  rail  service.   The  Commission  has  the  authority  to  set 
the  conditions  and  amount  of  compensation  if  the  offeror  and  railroad 
cannot  agree.   To  invoke  Commission  jurisdiction,  an  offer  must  be 
filed  no  later  than  10  days  after  publication  of  the  abandonment 
finding  in  the  FederaT  Register.   The  Commission  then  has  5  days  to 
rule  on  the  adequacy  of  both  the  offer  and  offeror.   If  the  railroad 
and  offeror  are  unable  to  reach  an  agreement,  either  party  may  then 
request  no  later  than  30  days  following  the  offer,  the  ICC  to  set  the 
amount  of  compensation  and  any  conditions.   The  ICC  will  do  this 
within  60  days  of  the  request.   The  offeror  has  10  days  to  withdraw. 
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*See  Offer  of  Financial  Assistance  Process 


OFFERS  OF  FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE  PROCESS 
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*  After  consummation  of  purchase  agreement,  ICC  will  dismiss  abandonment  case,  and  purchaser 
may  not  discontinue  service  for  2  years  nor  sell  for  5  years;  subsidized  operations  may  be 
terminated  by  subsidizer  with  60  days  notice,  after  which  ICC  issues  certificate  of  abandonment.
